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SOCIALISTS ASSAIL 
CITY REFORM BODIES 


Their Programs Are Doomed by 
Their Own Inadequacy, 
Research Board Finds: — 


The end of the municipal reform 
movement because it does not go far 
enough was predicted yesterday by 
the Municipal Research Bureau of 
the Socialist party in making public 
the résults of its survey. The survey 
is one of a seriés which is to. provide 
data for party sneakers and cam- 
paigners for Norman Thomas, So- 
cialist candidate for Mayor, and the 
report is regarded by Socialists as a 
comprehensive statement of the. dif- 
ferences between municipal reform 
and municipal socialism. 

The »report.defines municipal re- 
form as a middle-class business man’s 
movement désigned to get honesty 
and efficiency in municipal govern- 
ment, started largely because of in- 
creasing taxes without commensurate 
benefit to the taxpayers. 

The report refers to the battles in 
New York City between Tammany 
and the reform elements, represented 
by the City Club and the Citizens 
Union, and remarks that ‘‘Tammany 
has always known how to borrow re- 
spectability when reform was ‘in the 
air.”’ 

The survey continues: 

“Hylan was elected in 1917 and 
Walker in 1925.

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POLISH LEGIONS CELEBRATE 


Absence of Pilsudski “Thins Atten- 
dance on Anniversary. 
Spetial Cable to THe New York Times, 

NOWY ,~SACZ, Galicia, Poland, 
Aug. 11,—The traditional anniversary 
celebration of Pilsudski’s legions en- 
tering: Russian “Poland &t the be- 
ginning of thé Great War. was held 
this year in this capital of the Polish 
Highlands, which gave Marshal Pil- 
sudski some 6f his-best soldiers, and 
where the legions fought sucessfully 
against the Russians: in December. 
1919, 

Although it was- ‘the fifteenth anni- 
rversary of the beginning of the war, 
it- aroused jess. interest- and drew 
smaller crowds of the old legionnaires 
than usual. Marshal Pilsudski, who 
never failed to take \part in his 
legionnaires’ congress <before, pre- 
ferred this year to stay, at his fav- 
orite health resort, Druskieniki ‘on 
the Lithuanian border. Also minis- 
ters who were former legionnaires 
did not come to the great disap- 
pointment of the population and the 
congress, who were expecting im- 
portant declarations: on the political 
situation.

EXTENDING THE “CARTELS.” 


The latest suggestion of Herr AR- 
NOLD RECHBERG that British indus- 
trialists join with the Continental 
“cartels” for the. marketing of es- 
sential staples is more interesting as 
a symptom of Europe’s new deter- 
mination ‘to benefit from ‘the Ameri- 
can practice of enlarging industrial 
units than as an indication of a new 
form of “ anti-Americanism.” Herr 
RECHBERG is wise enough to know 
that no, economic .unit.organized for 
reasons of spite can hope to succeed. 
The soundness of the international 
cartel movement has lain in the 
ability of the participating members 
to profit under it. The. results to 
date have not been wholly satisfac- 
tory, owing to the necessity of mak- 
ing adjustments for the sake of the 
least capable producers. 

The British, noticing this, and by 
tradition distrustful of combinations 
to foster trade, have persistently re- 
fused to take an active part in the 
various proposed “combines.” Even 
if they should now change their 
policy, and’ were ‘able to agree with 
the industrialists of the other nations 
about markets and prices, it is doubt; 
ful if this would have. the result 
for which many Europeans hope of 
sharply curtailing America’s foreign 
commercial expansion. 

Much of the talk about. America’s 
“intrusion ” in the world’s markets, 
and seeking to’take away the trade 
of Europeans, has no foundation in 
fact, | True, America’s foreign trade 
has. greatly increased . since 1913. 
Equally, true is -it»that the United 
States. has a much larger share of 
the trade of: various nations than 
before thé war.’ But this has not 
meant direct competition of a “ cut- 
throat.” variety. In South America, 
for example, where, according to the 
European press,.the United States is 
plotting to force out European mer- 
chants, America’s greatly increased 
trade has been largely in specialties 
like automobiles,. sewing machines, 
typewriters and other articles which 
are made better and cheaper in the 
United States. Instead of displacing 
European’ trade it. has | supple- 
mented it. 

One of ‘the ‘possible advaatagie of 
the cartel movement will be to hasten 
the lowering of tariff barriers within 
Europe. At first glance this would 
seem ‘to be harmful to American in- 
terests. For a time a. number of 
American industries might suffer— 
although even this is questionable. 
But. the resulting ,benefits:to Euro- 
pean prosperity would be certain, in. 
the long run, to. help the United

A total. of 821,314,000. passengers 
rode ‘on the city’s rapid transit, :sur- 
face car and bus lines and ‘in ‘the 
Hudson tubes during the ‘quarter 
ended March 31, the Transit Com- 
mission. announced yesterday. 

The rapid transit lines, according 
to reports received by the commis- 
sion, carried 499,201,000 passengers, 
a gain of 6,519,000 over the same 
period in 1928. The Interborough 
Rapid Transit Company made the 
largest gain, ‘with an ‘increase of 
6,201,000, or 2.6 per cent,.on its sub- 
way division. The company’s elevat- 
ed lines, however, reported a loss of 
1,968,000, or 2.3 per cent; as com- 
pared with the same quarter in.1928. 
The B. M. T. rapid transit routes 
gained 2, 287,000. passengers, or 1.4 
per cent more’than in the first quar- 
ter ofJast year. 

The rapid transit and surface lines 
together carried 735,911,000 passen- 
gers, a decrease of 1,310,000 from the 
corresponding quarter of last. year, 
The Hudson tubes ‘carried 28,514,000, 
the Williamsburg Bridge line 3;868,- 
000 and reporting bus lines 25,144,000. 
It was estimated that the municipal 
bus lines had about 24,000,000 riders 
and that the Tompkins Bus Corpor- 
ation carried: 3,478,000 passengers in 
Richmond.
